MARK TWAIN ON PRIVATE AND

. aelean and upright people inits private domestic 
life, an honest and hononratle people in its 
private commercial life; no alien nation ci 
clain suporiority over it in these. regards, no 
critic, foreign or domestic, can challenjre the 
yalidity of this truth, During 363 days in the

Fonr battleships sre also to be withdrawn 
from tho Atlantic Ploet for the North sea, 

The battleships which will probubly be seat 
home from tho Mediterranoan ere the Bulwark, 
Implocable, Prince of Wales, and Queen. 

Owing to the uncertainty of the Mediterranean 
Flent’s movements and futoro, officers’ wires and 
families aro leaving wholesaly and roturning 
home.
